THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 


In another colamn we publish an article 
from a former English officer in the Egyptia 
Police on the situation in this ooantry. Th 
writer's most important recommendation 18 that 
“the sooner small Britieh garrisons are statjone d 
in the big provincial centres, such as Tantab 
spd Mansoatab, the sooner will the Egyptian 
realise that we have laid our hand to theplougb 
and will not be tarhed back from the work 
which we have undertaken." There is’ much 


of actoal truth in what Mr. ‘T'rapmann has to 
aay, and, as a former official of the Ezyptian 
Police, he has the weight of aathority and 
experience to back op his statements. 

“The days and conditions of the Arabi revolt 
have long since passed away. The military 
and legislative measures in .furce while the 
Khalifa’s fl-g still flattered over Omdorman 
are already obsolete. The old Egypt is dead.’ 
So says Mr. Trapmann with tratb......... 
cause of tha gravest anxiety is that the minor 
oative official is not a ‘gentleman,’ even in the 
Bgyptian sense of the word...... He writes 
minates and files correspondence to earn a 
living ; bot in his leisure houra he reverts 
4o the fellaheen standard of thought and 
fellaheen associates.” Of the omdeh, Mr. 
Trapmann says: - “That he will be loyal 
at heart to the Anglo-Ezyptian Govern- 
ment in the event of troable is improb- 
able............... That Government has done 
nothing for him, save undermine his ivfl sence 
and to lessen his local prestigs. Bat that in 
the vast majority of cases the omd: hs throngh. 
oat the Nile Valley will assist the Anglo- 
Egyptian Government to sappress all signs of 
open revolt I do not doubt. How serious a 
factor their support is likely to prove can best 
be realised when it is remembered that it is io 
the villages and little up-coontry towns that 
the troable will hatch oat.” 

The necessity of displaying outward and 
visible signe of the British Ovcopation in the 
provinces has long been manifest, and the 
establishment of small British garrisons in the 
great provincial towns will afford a gaarantee 
of security now lacking to the considerable 
European population who inhabit these ceutres. 
With the exception of the very rare occasions 
on which there is a roate march the inhabitants 
of the Delta outside of Cairo and Alexandria 
never get a glimpse of the Army of Occapation, 
and if any fanatical oatbreak did o.:oar, all the 
mischief would be done before any troops coald 
be rashed to the scene of the distarbance. 
Bat not only is there need of military decen- 
tralisation. I'he question of the decentralisation 
of British civil authority is of eqaal import- 
ance. English inspectors ought to reside per- 
mavently in the chief tawn of aach mondirieb. 
It is argued that such a system woald tend 
to weaken the native authorities, bat we fail to 
see that sach a result would be of mach harm 
in proportion to the immense amount of good 
which would ensue if efficient Anglo-Egyptian 
officials were placed permanently in the capital 
of every province. ‘Tbe tendency ap to the 
present has been to centralise everything at 
Cairo, and owing to the ignorance that has 
thus prevailed as to the conditions of the 
provinces some what ir jastifiable optimism bas 
been the resalt. Throoghout the whole of 
Lord Cromer’s last Report there are no hinte of 
the fanaticism and onrest which are now eaid 
to permeate the country. For example, in speak- 
ing of the distarbance at Alexandria, bis Lord- 
ship remarked on the “eminently satisfactory 
featares in this little incident,” which were the 
following: ‘I'be first is that the langaage of 
the native and Boropean press was, for the 
most part, very discreet and moderate. Bat 
little was said to aggravate the situation. The 
second is that it became apparent that tweoty 
years of good government has prodaced one of 
che results which it was intended to produce. 
A conservative class, who are opposed to all 
disorder and distarbance, has been sreated. 
Nothing covld be more marked than the man- 
oer in which all the i:tlaential and respectable 
members of native society at once ranged them- 
selves on the side of order. The danger, such 
as it was, came oaly from the lowest classes of 
society, both Baropean and native.” In conelad- 
ing hie Report Lord Cromer remarks on the 
tact that his anticipation that the year 1900 
would open ander anspices of » pecaliarly 
favourable patare for the caase of Egyptian 
progress and reform had been realized, and 
added: ‘There is every reason to believe that 
this steady and aniform rate of progress will 


‘ntained in futare years. 
he a oP only in March 


nd eince then we have had a very dis- 
agreeable reminder that everything ie not 
for the best in the best of all possible Egypte. 
The reason is dae to the fact that the actual 
conditions of the country have been wrongly 
liagnosed owing to the continual centralising 
tendency ot the Government which has per- 
mitted a most mistaken optimism to prevail. 
The fault is common to all bureaugacies. The 
interest of all the officials is to show that 
that part of the machine of government 
ander their control ie working most smoothly, 
so those at the head of sffsirs are lolied into 
a false sense of resurity. Until Anglo Egyp- 
tian officialdom is more decentralized this evil 
will continne. Ths Buglish soldier and the 
Bnglish official are wanted more in the pro- 
vinoes than even in Cairo.

THE PRESS AND THE CREDIT 
FONCIER HOLLANDAIS. 


Some of our contemporaries are pobdlishing 
the advertisements of the Orédit’ Foncier 
Hollandais,which has every appesrance of being 
a lottery despite the fact that under a recent 
law such advertisements were prohibited. In 
the balletin of Messrs. De Vries and Boutigny 
of the 28rd April last we read :— 

Nous avons reca plosiaurs lettres par les: 
qnelles on nous demande des renseignements 
ear le “Crédit Foncier Hollandais” dont ane 
émission de titres est annoncée pompeusement 
depuis quelqnes jours & la 4me page des 
journaox... 

Ensuite, & en jiger da moins par les 
annonces sus-mentionnées, il ne s’sgit guére 
d’ane entreprise fonciére, mais toat bonrement 
d’ane loterie dans le genre de celles dont la 
vente des billets en Egypte est, oroyons-noas, 
interdite par le rdéglement en vigueur depuis 
l'année derniére. 

We understand that on the 5th Joly last 
the firm of Melides, as concess‘onaires of the 
Crédit in Egypt, wrote to the Governor of 
Cairo asking that the probibition against 
certain newspapers publishing the advertiee- 
ment of the Crédit Foncier Hollandsais might 
be withdrawn. . 

The petition was accompanied by a certifi- 
cate from the Datch Cotisul to the effect that 
a decree of the Datoh Government dated Sept. 
22, 1904, authorised the formation of the 
Orédit Foncier Hollandais. For over a month 
the Governor bes not replied tothe Banque 
Melides, and the result is that some papers 
pablish the advertisements of the Crédit 
Hollandais without being molested, and others 
to which this publication is prohibited. To 
qaote a Cairo contemporary, “ Un pareil état 
de choses ne peut pas se prolonger sans 
porter préjadice aox principes de jastice et 
aux intéréte privés.” . 


THE REFUGEE RUSSIAN JEWS. 

The action taken by M. D’Abazzi, the 
Rassian Consul General, and the committee 
who have so z3alously espoused the cause, not 
only ot Rassian Jews, bat of Christians also, 
who have been compelled to flee from their 
homes, has met with the success it deserved, 
and the first 1éte, which took place last Sunday 
at the San Stefano Casino, added a sum of no 
less than £1,300 to the fands at the disposal 
of the committee. 

‘The special committees appointed to carry out 
the arrangements worked hard to bring aboot 
this result. Jadge D’Absezzi, who has for the 
last 25 or 30 years been well known and 
deservedly respected in Alexandrie, ably 
seconded the efforts made by his son, and the 
result of their efforts combined with those of 
the committee was shown by bf brilliant 
sacoess of last Sunday’s féte. The Casino was 
crowded, and three bands performed, viz., the 
Bracale orchestra, the band of the Royal Dablin 
Fasiliers, and the native band of the Govern- 
ment School. Many dinner parties were 
arranged, roulette tables were crowded, and 
several lotteries took place (Charity covereth a 
multitade of sins!). Tbe grounds were brilliantly 
illaminated, and every pook and corner hd 
its occapants. Needless to say, M. Landacer, 
the manager of the Casino, did everythicg in 
his power to contribute to the comfort and 
en}°yment of those attending the féte.

Garden,” in the Place des Consuls, on Satar- 
day next.

ITS PROBABLE DEVELOPMENT. 


Captain Lyons, R.B., Director-General of the 
Soprey Department, has issued a Memorandom 
on meteorological conditions in Egypt and 
the Sodan doring Jaly with an estimate of 
the probable development of the Nile Flood. 
Captain Lyons says:—In the memorandom 
issned in the early part of Jaly it was showr 
that the rise of the Bloe Nile had been some- 
what below the average up to the end of Jane, 
while 4 marked improvement bad taken place 
daring the first decade of Joly. General 
meteorological conditions seemed to point to a 
moderate but not an excessive rate of rise 
during the month. 

Conpvitions in Juty. Normally rains on 
the equatorial plateaa and on the east coast 
bave greatly diminished from what they were 
in June and the sommer dry season has set in. 
In the Bahr el Jebel, Bahr el (thazal, and 
Sobat basin rains are heavy, as well as on the 
Soden plains. On the Abyssinian tableland 
the rains are heavy, nearly 80 7 of the annoal 
rainfall falliog in this month.

Tbe amount of rain recorded at the pags 
stations in and around the Nile Basin in July 
is given in the above table and two principal 
facts come out clearly ; firstly, excess of pre- 
cipitation on the equatorial est coast, which 
has been persistent since the beginning of the 
year, is now replaced by « deficiency; secondly, 
the rainfall over the Sudan plains has been 
somewhat above the av at almost all the 
stations from which information has been 
received. 

In Abyssinia Addis Abeba is the only 
station where the rainfall is measured, but no 
report has arrived ; private advices speak of 
the rains as not unosually heavy. The 
Khashm el Girba gauge on the Atbara near 
Kassala shows that heavy rain fell in its upper 
basin towards the end of the month. 

The marshes of the Bahr el Jebel rapidly 
take op any rise caused by the rainfall in the 
hilly country east of Wadelai and Gondokoro, 
and at Bor only 175 km. from the latter station 
the river | remains practically constant. 
It is only the Sobat, the Blue Nile, and 
Atbara therefore, draining the Abyssinie 
tableland, which are of importance at the pre- 
sent time. The Sobat rose steadily thronghont 
the month at anormal rate. The Bloe Nile at 
Roseires rcse 5 metres during the month 
mostly by small rises until the 22nd, when it 
rose almost without a check until Augost 3. ,

At this time of yesr, so far as present 
know goes, meteorological data from the 
Nile and from the equatorial region 
afford little information as to the conditions 
on the Abyssinian tableland, while from this 
region itself data are most meagre.

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 


BY A.H.TRAPMANN (Late E:yptian Police) 

Amid all the rumours of unrest that are 
borne on the air, amid all the prophecies of a 
possible replica of the Indian Matiny in the 
Nile valley, it is well to pause and consider 
the present resources and organisation of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Government, and to examine 
more closely the grip that we have on the 
land. 

The days and conditions of the Arabi revolt 
have long since passed away. The military 
and legislative measures in force while the 
Khalifa’s flag still flattered over Omdorman 
are already obsolete. The old Egypt is dead. 
The Egypt of to-day is a reincarnation in its 
adolescence,and like all things young, it grows 
at a tremendous pace. The administration 
has been obliged to alter and expand rapidly 
in order to keep pace with the phenomenal 
growth. 

Modern Egypt is nominally governed by a 
Cabinet of native Pashas, who draw large 
salaries ; but actually these have but little 
voice in the management of affairs. The reins 
of Government are really in the bands of a few 
English officials who modestly style themselves 
“advisers.’ Each native Minister has an 
English adviser, whose fanction it is to ree 
that the “advice” which he tenders is duly 
accepted and acted opon. This policy is pursued 
throughout the who!e administration so far as 
finance permits ; bat necessarily in the lower 
grades and positions the Treasury cannot bear 
the strain of daplicating the appointments. 
The result is that minor officialdom is bat 
sparsely sprinkled with a leavening of Englisb- 
men. Outside Cairo and Alexandria affairs 
are almost entirely in the hands of the native 
official, if one excepts the technical depart- 
ments, sach as the irrigation service. 

A cause of the gravest anxiety is that the 
minor native official is not a “ ev,” éven 
in the Egyptian sense of the word. He is 
merely a more or less edacated native. In his 
spare hoors he aseociates with the men whom 
in office hours he helps to govern. His 
ambitions, aspirations, mode of Seles are the 
same as those of his less edacated compatriot. 
He writes minates and files correspondence to 
earn s living; bat in his leisure hours he 
reverts to the fellaheen standard of thonght 
and fellaheen associates. ad 

This is the man whe is fostering the spirit 
of revolt in the country ; and in the event of 
trouble he would throw in his lot with the great 
unedacated mass of the peasantry in the hope 
that bis literary qualifications would, in the 
event of success, earn him a lucrative position 
under the new form of government. Lackily 
for the most part these men are dreamers of 
dreams only, and not men of action, nor with 
any capacity for organisation. They may be 
unfavourably compared with the “Babu” of 
India. It is their namber and occupation 
rather than their individealism which render 
this class such # menace, incloding as it does 
practically the whole edacsted popniation of 

t, from the janior cffisers of the army 
police to the up-country «tationmaster ; 
from the schoolmaster to the War Office clerk.

That Government has 
done nothing for him, save to undermine his 
it flaence and to lessen his local prestige. But 
that in the vast majority of cases the Omdehs 
thronghout the Nile Valley will assist the 
Anglo-Egyptian Government to suppress all 
signs of open revolt I do not doubt. Though 
simple-minded and unedacatad they are per- 
fectly aware on which side of the bread the 
batter is likely to be found when all the 
trouble is over, and for that reason alone they 
will throw the tremendous weight of their 
inflaence into the ecale of Britieh supremacy. 

How serious a factor their support is likely 
to prove can best be realised when it is remem- 
bered that it is in the villages and little up- 
country towns that the trouble will hatch ont. 
The inbabitants of Cairo and Alexandria may 
perhaps follow in the footsteps of insubordina 
tion, thoogh even this is extremely donbttal, 
bat they certainly wi!! not lead the movement. 
Let me here call attention to the fact that the 
4,000 Britieh trcops now ip Egypt proper are 
distributed between the garrisons cf Cairo and 
Alexandria ; and that if troable and bloodshed 
were to eccur in apy provincial district there 
would be rot one single British bayoret to 
enforce order. 

The isolated and ;cattered British cfficials 
and their families who live outside those two 

t towns would indeed be in crest jeopardy 
in the event of a general rising. e@ provincial 
lice would be powerless, and probab!y anwill- 
ing to protect them. Their only“ hore would 
be to make for one of the coastguard stations 
and trust to the gallant—and indabitably 
loya!—Sadanese from which this fine service 
is recruited, to defend them and convoy them 
to a place of safety. 

The sooner small British garrisons are sta 
tioned in the big provincial centres such as 
Tantab, Mansourab, Zagezig, etc, the sooner 
will the tian realise that we have laid our 
hand to the plough and will not be torned 
tack f om the work which we bave ondertaken, 
and then—and then anly—will real peace 
and security come upon the land,

SAN STEFANO CASINO, 


A BATHING INCIDENT. 


A curious accident happened this morning 
at the sea-baths belonging to the San Stefano 
Hotel-Casino. A we!l-dreased lady, apparently 
an Oriental, went to her private dressing-room 
prior to taking a bath. While the lady was 
inside the floor of her dressing-room fave 
way and she was precipitated into the sea fally 
dressed. Fortunately the sea is not very deep at 
this point, otherwise the accident might have 
had serious consequences. 

As soon as the accident occurred a scene 
of extraordinary excitement ensued. Ladies 
in scanty raiment rashed about screaming 
in various languages. Lackily, a young gitl, 
who was elegantly and fully dressed, planged 
into the water and rescued the distressed lady. 

The panic was eo great that a number of 
ladies retused to bathe, It is to be hoped that 
this incident will indace the t ot 
the San Stefano Casino to carefally inspect the 
stroctural arrangements of their baths. Wood, 
owing t» the action of salt water, quickly 
deteriorates, and it is most essential, in the 
interests of public safe‘y, that such accidents 
should be gaarded agsinst. 


NILE VALLEY MINING. 


Messrs. Lake and Carrie, the Nile Valley 
company’s engineerr, report as follows :— 
The total footage for the month ended 30th 
Jane,1906, amoanted to 114 fr. The main shaft 
(No. 5)was sunk 17ft 6in to 276ft 6in and 
No. 1 shaft 16ft Gina to 295ft 6ins. The third 
level is at present being opened up by means 
of divers from the bottom of W irze B.N. 1. The 
north drive is now in 40ft, and the south drive 
39 ft. In the former the lode averages over 2 ft 
in width, a valoe of 17.1 dwts, whilst in the 
latter the width is aboot 1 ft, with an average 
value of 13 dwts. This refers to the distances 
driven during the month of Jane only. The 
average widths and valoes over the entire dis- 
tance driven on the third leve!—namely, 79 
ft—are as below :—North drive, width 21 ins, 
value 21.1 dwts ; south drive, width 13.8 ins, 
value 21.9 dwts. Driving north and-seoth has 
also been commenced from the bottom of winze 
B.8.1. at the 320 ft, or third level. Shaft No. 1 
is rapidly approaching the third level. As soon 
as the requisite depth is attained, driving will 
be pushed on both north and sonath. Daring 
the month only 160 tons of ore were crushed, 
yieldiog 95 oss of ama!gam, the battery 
has now been shat down pending develop- 
meat of additional ore reserves. is has 
enabled the management to con te all 
their energies underground, and as a large 
namber of new faces have been got to work the 
footage for July should be considerably im 
excess of June. 
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EGYPTIAN PRISONS. 


REPORT FOR 1905. 


— 


The report of Coles Pasha on the Prisons 
Department of the Ministry of the Interior for 
1905 has jost. been issued. The following 
extracts from the report will be of interest :-— 

100,822 persons were committed to prison 
daring the year, being 94,516 males and 6,306 
females compared with 96,229 males and 9,990 
females daring 1904. The following are the 
totals for the past four years of the committals:

The namber of prisoners committed “Before 
trial” and “By Irrigation Courts’ shows a 
considerable increase. 


irrigation Courts, 

As regards the Irrigation Coarte, it is ex- 
plained that owing to the shortage of water 
daring the early summer, rotation regulations 
had to be strictly enforced and a larger number 
of persons were prosecated than usual. This 
may be the case, bat when in one Mark-z 
(Santa) 697 persons are imprisoned and in the 
adjoining Markaz of Zgfta only 63, it woald 
appear that some special supervision is called 
tor to ensure the regulations being uoiformly 
applied. In fact there seems to be no soflicient 
reason why this and similar Administrative 
Coarts should not now be all abolished and 
the offences hitherto dealt with by them prose- 
cuted before the Markaz Tribunals. ‘The 
Decrees constitating these Administrative 
Courts clearly contemplated expedition in the 
disposal of the cases ; yetit is not unusual to 
find persons undergoing imprisonment in the 
autamn, if not later, for petty offences com- 
mitted in the early sammer. 


Sentences. 

68,818 males and 5,509 females were sen- 
tenced.to imprisonment during the year, 
compared with 73,095 males and 8,650 females 
sentenced daring 1904. Of the prisoners sen- 
tenced duping the year 1,107 were sent to 
penal servitude (527 in 1901), 148to deten- 
tion (150 in 1904), 21,892 to imprison 
ment with labour (91,958 in 1904), 34,383 
to simple imprisonment (34,278 in 1904), and 
16,776 to imprisonment im default (24,825 
in 1904). It will thus be seen that the 
total decrease is accounted for by the dimi- 
nation in prisoners sentenced in default, being 
8,049 lees than daring 1904. Penal servitade 
prisoners on the other hand have increased 
considerably. 


Baccutions. 


Twenty men wore executed during the year 
against 7in 1904, These executions now all 
take place in private, a special execation 
room having been built in each prison. Those 
only who have assisted.at public execu- 
tions ia Egypt oan appreciate the remark- 
able change thess private executions have 
brought about. The representatives of the 
Press are admitted, but a paragraph in 
the Arabic paper is the usual record. In 
fact a few miontes 2» flice for the whole 
cxremony™and the condemned man himeelf 
is kept in ignorance of the day and hour 
till he is waited on by the hangman. There 
are many who maintain that execations in 
Egypt now too civilised and that a poblic 
example is necessary. Executions, whether 
publicor private, bave had, as far as one 
can judge, little effect, for murders are, if 
anything, more nomerous than they were 
twenty years ago. 


Sentences awaraed by Courts. 


There is an interesting return in this year’s 
report showing the sentences of imprisonment 
awarded by each Court separately. Judging 
from this return the Courts of Assiout and 
Beni-Sovef deal with their caiminals with 
greater severity than elsewhere; on the 
other band the Alexandria tribunals have 
sentenced comparatively few to long terms 
of imprisonment. 


Labour Home for Alexandria. 


Alexandria, as in previous years, shows 
the largest percentage of re-convictions of 
javeniles from reformatories. Alexandria would 
thus appear to be the most suitable place 
to start a “laboor home” where diseharged 
boys could be received and better supervised. 
The present system of asking the local Gover 
nor or Monadir to interest himeelf in obtain 
ing work for a discharged boy does not always 
prove satisfactory. 


Escapes. 


Sixty-three prisoners ercaped daring the 
year ; of these 89 wore re captored, Jeaving 24 
still at large. Amongst the escaped priso- 
ners accounted for during the yoar was a man 
who was soch an exceptional criminal that 
his death calls for a short obituary notice. 

In 1900 Shehata Ibrahim was one of a 
police guard on the Alexandria Prison ; whils’ 
on gaard he succeeded in breaking into and 
pillaging the prison store and, to avoid deteo 
tion of the theft, set fire to the bui'ding. He 
was arrested but whilet in prison awaiting 
trial, he, with the connivance of one of the 
guard, a former comrade, succeeded in escap 
ing. Shehata was rext arrested in 1901 in 
the Gharbieh Mondirieh charged with robbery 
and murder and sentenced to death. In 1902 
whilst at exercise in the courtyard of the 
Cairo Appeal Prison, he succeeded in escaping 
by sealing « wall in the face of an armed 
sentry. in December 1905 he was shot dead 
by a village policeman whilst committing s 
garg robbery in the Gharbieh Mondirieb. Mo 
dern methods of penology are wasted on such 
a crimin«l, and it is to be hoped for the sake 
of the commanity that there ars not many 


men ofthis dedoription in Egypt.

Conclusion. 

Coles Pasha concludes as follows 

In conclading this report, | would take the 
opportonity of reminding all ofhoers, more 
especially the Directors of Prisons, that, 
although much has been accomplished sines 
the loosening of the parse strings made Prison 
Administration on civilised lines possible, their 
tark is by no means comp'ete It is not anusual 
for inspecting officers when reporting some 
irregularity to qoalify their remarks by imply- 
ing that with Ezyp‘ian {livers ia charge of 
pr'sons nothing more can be expected. Now | 
ventare to differ from such observations, and | 
may say | expect qaite as mach, if not more, 
from my Egyptian subordinates as I do tom 
Europeans I will go further and say that 
Ezyptian cflisers have, in mauy res,e te, 
proved themselves 814 erior to Europeans ; they 
often, in fact, undertake ani carry oat work 
the difficulties of which appear iniaperable to 
their Faropean confréres. 

Where many Ezyptian offirers fail is in the 
enforcement of discipline, and they do not 
always pay the necessary attention to matters 
of daily routiue. As an instance, if silence, 
throughcut a prisen, can be at once obtained 
by a warning ball on the arrival of an inspect- 
ing officer, the hom of voices so often heard 
t-om outside a prison can easily be prevented. 
Again, with the subordinate staff, I fear that 
ths tendency is to overlook irregularities, pro- 
vided that there are vo complaiuts and priso- 
pers “play ap’ to the warning bell. A prisoner 
thos treated natorally resents the unexpected 
enfurcement of a rale and a major ctlance has 
often to be reported in conseq xenee. 

For many years so m soy glaring abases and 
faults had to be remedied that what | may 
term the niceties of prison administration were 
perhaps overlooked. It behoves all officials, 
therefore, not to rest satisfied by comparing 
the present with the past ; but, year by -year, 
t> perfest their administration till there is 
little to find fanlt with. With prisons over- 
crowded a3 at present, I admit the task is not 
an easy one, and standing orders in the matter 
of acccmmodation mast per force be occasionally 
ignored. But in other respects regulations 
should be strictly adhered to, and in the matter 
of d.scipline especially, directors should active- 
ly soperviee the work of their sabordinates. 
Unless discipline be severe, prison life ceases to 
be deterrent to the ordinary Egyptian prisoner.

JAPAN’S COTTON TRADE. 


—— 


The American Consul at Koba, writing to the 
Department of Commerce at Weshington, 
U.S.A., says that raw cotton forms the largest 
single item of import into Japan, its manafac- 
ture being also the most impertant indastry. 
He continoes :—'‘Japan having seen that Great 
Britair, though not a cotton-producing coun- 
try, spins and weaves that staple for about 50 
per cent. of the people of the world,and having 
seen that many of the conditions in the two 
countries are parallel, no doubt w shes to profit 
by the example of her prosperous ally. ‘Thas 
cotton mil's have been established throughout 
this country, more part colarly in the Kobe 
district, and in these American and other 
cottons are transformed by cheap lahoar into 
fabrics which not only go towards sopplying 
the home demand bat in certain lines are also 
largely exported. I'he quality of the cotton is 
mostly middling and ioterior, of which the 
greater part come: from British India, 
America, and China, in ths order named, while 
Egypt supplies the relatively emsll amount 
required for the highar-grade yarns. Yaron for 
home consamption is composed almost entirely 
of American cotton, but in that for export it is 
mixed with others to the extent of from 10 to 
20 per cent. 

“With reference to the fature development of 
the cotton spinning industry, there is a notice- 
able tendency toward the absorption of the 
smaller mills by tha larger ones, and also 
toward the atilisation of water power for the 
generation of elestricity as a substitute for 
steam. There is little doubt bat that the 
importation of raw cotton into this country will 
increase largely in the near fatare on account 
of the efforts being made to extend Japanese 
trade in cotton yarns ani woven goods to the 
Asiatic Continent, especially if the relatively 
high price for yarn and low price for cotton is 
maintained.”

P.L.M. ling from Marseil!es to get to London 
and Paris that it is worth while noting for 
their warning a remarkable cake of up-to-date 
brigandage of which an English lady was the 
victim, which is yet one more tale to tell of 
train :obbery between London and Marseilles. 
An Englicth lady, Mra. Gardner, arrived at 
Charing Cross,on Wednesday weak, to find that 
her despatch box had been looted of several 
handred pounds’ worth of jewellery and £40 
in cash. ‘lime was when the highwayman and 
the trigand adopted different methods of 
operation ; bat “antre temps, autre mu:1rs,” 
‘and now the train robber is the vatoral 
sncesssor of M. Claude Daoval and Signor 
Luigi Vamps. A corridor train has the great 
dvantage, for the traveller, that you can 
valk out of your compartment whesever you 
iky; bat anfortunately there is the disad- 
vantage that anybody e!se can walk in. On the 
wiole, we should think it would generally be 
afer, at least on the French lines (we cay 
ioth'ng whatever of the Italian), to inclade 
we's valaables in one’s registered luggage, 
instead of carrying them in a portable box or 
baz. Furthermore, the P.L M., and the Nord, 
which are responsible for the great pleasure 
highway through France to Southern Earope, 
mizht well bestir themselves to exercise a 
rather more caretal surveillance of their pas- 
sengers than they have hitherto done—at 
least, if we may jodga from results,

In Wales there 
woald be schools for Welsh and Boglish ; news- 
papers in both languages; Methodist ministers, | 
Charch of England parsons; Welsh and English , 
Jadges with barristers and attorneys, mostly 
Welsh, practising before them ; Welsh mites 
hawing coal in the Rhondda Valley ; London | 
financiers exploiting Swansea and Cardiff : — | 

“There might bea Japanese regim nt at. 
Chester, and  oraiser flying the chrysanthe. 
mam-fixg acting as gaardship cff the Severn. 
Bat beyond a few traders there are no Ja a- 
nese residents at all, save and except a Mr. | 
Hayashi or a Mr. [nags, who is the principal 
administrative officer of the province, with a 
couple of young Japaness assistants, a Japanese 
police commandant, and a Japanese chief jadge. 
Imagine, farther, Mr, Hayashi or M-. Inaga 
ruling from an extremely modest coantry 
house somewhere in the mountain valleys, ani 
avsame that be bag no Parliament or local 
Assembly to control him, bat receives his 
ordars direct from the M kado’s Cabinet at 
Tokio, or from a Jaspasaoese Government of 
Karope, with its eeat at Berlin or Vienna. 
Imagine all this, and you get somsthing hke 
the miracalous conditioa of thiags that pre 
vails in British India at this moment ot writing. ’ 

In his conclading chapter Mr.Low raises ths 
old qaastion as to ths enduranca of this 
strange mode of government. Ua the whole, he 
is optimistic, aad beh vs ona argamea® wh.ch is 
well worth consideration :— 

‘The point that differentiates oar rule from 
that of any Eastern dyoasty is that we are 
migrants, not settlers. It is to some extent an 
element of weskuess; bat it is also tha prime 
and main soarce of oar effisiency and strength. 
Ie alltheothercases, the masoaline cong ering 
race has suffsred that daterioration which 


deems, as if by law of nature, to overtake every 
despotic monarchy io the East. The Moghals 
might be maaters of India to this boar if they 
could have bred a saccession of Babers and

The South African Constitution. 

In South Africa another tactor comes into 
play which did not affect the situation in the 
United States, that of the existence of a 
difterence of race, of civilization, of political 
ideals, between Briton and Boer. That closer 
unity of the Empire to which we aspire, alike 
in the interests of the security and welfare of 
each component part and in the geveral interest 
of homanity, mast depend for its living force 
upon the spiritual sflivity between the free 
communities which compose it. The substitn- 
tion in the great sub-continent which forms 
the very keystone of the Imperial arch of a 
polity based onthe principles of Kragerism 
in place of progressive democracy, embody- 
ing Baglish and Duteh alike, but based on 
British principles of government, would mean 
a break in that affinity which neither fiscal 
nor constitational unification could surmonnt. 
(““Times.’’) 

Radicals and Disarmament. 

When (iarmans zcoft at Mr. Haldane’s 
method of making an army by the inimitable 
martial expedient of coonting the Militia 
twice over; when they point ont that disar- 
mament will be impossible ontil there is a 
much more eqnal division of international 
property, it may be well to note that their 
Opinions are based on experience, and to 
remember what their experience is worth.

They 
koow that to relax thair defences: woald be 
to condemn themselves for ever to a subor- 
dinate 10le among peoples. ‘hey aspire, as 
their achievements, their ability, and ‘their 
numbers justify, to a future second to none 
(“Telegraph.”)— 

Germans Cynical. 

How little the expenditare of over six million 
sterling a year resembles disarmament may no 
gathered from the fact that no other country 
spends nearly so mach. ‘Thanks to the industry 
of previous years, England is so richly pro- 
vided with naval eqoipment that shs can 
easily afford to ma:qoerade as a ‘disarmer’ 
for a single twelvemonth. (‘Deutsche Tages- 
zeitung.’ ) 

Lofty, or Short sighted. 

Unfortanately tor Barope, the special posi- 
tion of Eogland, fortonate as it is for her, 
deprives the good examples inspired in her by 
her lofty conception of her duties to civilisa- 
tion'and humanity of all valae as a demon- 
stration.

THE OLDEST LIVING TREE. 


A correspondent writes to the ‘Times’ :— 
“It is diffisalt to realize, in these days of 
scepticism and higher criticiem, that it is pos- 
sible to see and handle portions of the branches 
of a tree under the shade of which both St. 
Luke and St. Paul, accordipg to Dean Farrar, 
probably rested. In the island of Cos,in the 
Aigean Sea, there stands, jealously guarded, a 
huge plane tree, measuring nearly 18 yards in 
circamference. [t is surroun by a podiom, 
or raised platf»rm, breast high, doubtless built 
to support the tronk of the tree after it had 
become hollow and weak from age. The lower 
branches are still well preserved, and have been 
shored op by pieces of antique colamns, over 
the upper ends of which the branches have 
grown like caps in conseqaence of the pressare 
of their own weight. Close by the tree is 
said to be the chair of Hippocrates, the father 
of medicine, and it is supposed that he tanght 
the art of healing from that seat. He was born 
at Cos 4608.c. This gives a clae to the age of the 
celebrated plane tree, which mast be consider- 
ably more than 2,000 years old. Dr. Edward 
Clapton, formerly physician at St. Thomas's 
Hospital, whose devotion to archeology is well 
known, sent an agent a year or two ago to 
procare some fragment of the tree. This was 
done, bat at considerable risk, as the Saltan, 
who attaches great importance to its preserva. 
tion, has given strict orders that no one is to 
touch the tree, which is therefore guarded day 
and night. The specimens which Dr. Clapton 
obtained have now bees generously banded 
over to the Royal College of Surgeons, where 
they will be displayed in the museum. They 
consist of two pieces of branch, a bandle of 
twigs from the branches, and a small box of 
leaves and round buattonlike catkins of the 
plane tree.”

ln our issce for Joly wa dealt with the 
varions branches of imports in which German 

competition is principally felt here, and we 
siso endeavgured to give short descriptions, 
with actaal cost prices, of some of the principal 
|ines sent over by that country. Having thus 
shown the existence and extent of such com- 
petition, we now propose to briefly discuss the 
main factors which have enabled Germany to 
obtain a footing in Bgypt. 

et is obvious that when a nation turns its 
attention to a new markst in which other 
counties are already more or !eas firmly esta- 
blished, and endeavours to secure a share of 
thé trede, there are only, broadly speaking, 
two courses open to it. One method is to 
uedersell its competitors, and the other is to 
gtant more liberal terms of payment to its 
cgstomers. (liven that the nation is able 
throagi, let os say, cheaper labour and 
freights t> out prices, and at the eame time is 

illing to allow easier terms of payment for its 
goods, it will not belong before such competi- 
tion will begin to make itself falt--assoming, 
of course, that the articles sold give satisfac- 
tion. If to these two guiding principles you 
add aoarefal stody of the market, anda 
readiness to alter home patterns to meet the 
reqairements of the purchasers, you obtain a 
combination of factors which is bound to suc- 
ceed, and we venture to think that sach 
combination has, in varying degrees, been 
sed by Germany iu her relations with Egypt. 

Takiog first of all the question of price, and 
leaving out all considerations of labour, export 
rebates and quality of workmanship, there is 
no doubt that the German has been greatly 
assisted by his steamship companies, and by 
the better facilities he possesses for qaoting 
through rates from the factory to E ryptian 
ports. The regalar lines running between 
London, Manchester, Liverpool and Alex- 
andria are the Moss, Prince, Papayanni, Eller- 
man, and Westcott and Laurance, the tramp 
steamers being eliminated as they chiefly 
carry coal. Now these companies are banded 
together into a “ring,” identical freights being 
charged by each member. Oa the other hand, 
the lines working between Germany and Egypt, 
soch as the Atlas Co. of Bremen, the Sphinx 
Line, and the German Levant Line have all 
been in active competition with each othar, the 
resalt to the German manofacturer being ob- 
vioos. It is true thata statement recently 
appeared in the Press to the effect that the 
companies trading batween the Continent and 
the Mediterranean and Black Sea porte had 
arrived at a “inotaal onderstanding’’, but even 
it the shipowners sacceed in stopping the 
cutting of rates, the German has had the benefit 
of cheap freights for some years. 

It is, we believe, practically impossible for a 
merchant or agent, who requires a rate ex 
Boglish port for some special article, to obtain 
8 qaotation on this side from the steamship 
company, it being necessary to refer such 
enquiries to Bogland. ‘The representative of 

a German house, however, can not only im- 
mediately ascertain the charge from a German 
port, but also, by merely referring to a freight 
book, quote a throngh rate from slmost any 
station in bis own country to any port in the 
Levant. This advantage is certainly one of 
some moment when a boyer reqaires a prompt 
qnotation, 

Another point which certainly bears upon 
the question of price is the fact that the 

German manofac’urer is, in many instances, 
more willirg to deal direct with Egypt than 
his Boglish copfrére. Tbe latter often argues— 
and with some show of reason—that it is 
better to sell to a well known bome merchant 
than to ran tbe risk of making bad debts 
through an agent in Egypt. Io such cases, 

“the British manofactarer’s goods are handi- 
capped by having to pay an intermediate 
profit before being placed on the market here. 
The German, of course, saves this profit, and, 
though he may make certain bad debts, he 
trosts to recoup himee'f by means of a larger 
turnover. 

With regard to the question of trade credits, 

although sundry commercial men here are 
inclined to the belief that the facts of the case 
do not invariably bear out the vacnted liberality 
of the German, it is generally admitted that the 
latter has greatly assisted in bringing about the 
andesirable state of lovg credits at present so 
prevalent in Beypt. ‘The main aim and object 
of the Gorman is to get into the country, and 
to achieve this end he is willing to be kept 
out of bis money longer than the asual 
custom—provided his fands will allow bim 
to do so. We meke this last reservation 
hecause we think it explains to a large 
degree the caces where the manafacturer, 
after execating one or two orders, make 
various excoses with the intention of no’ 
delivering a third consigam nt before tho bill: 
forthe other two have matared and been paid 
—s patoral cantiousness probably going hand 
in band with @ lack of capital. The Garman may 
give credit fairly lavishly bot, speaking gene 
rally, his limits are comparatively low. 

Daring the past year or two, the number of 
lrerman creditors figaring in the failares dealt 
with by the Egyptian Coarts haa been largely 
on the increase, and it is just poesible that thie 
fact may have been partly responsible {.r.the 
deoreaced shipments by Germany last year, 
Ezypt ia by no meane a country in which 
credit can be given in a wholesale manner, 
and our friends ere, apparently, now learning 
the lesson. 

The third factor mentioned in oor sketch of 
® soccessfully competing nation is one which 


has played an imp: rtant part in the develop: 
ment of Germa: y's trade with Egypt. We refer, 
of course, to the «uestion of suppying the 
shapes, siz+, and patterns which the markat 
reqoires, rather than the goods the manufac 
tarer primarily wishes to sell, viz: those he 
tarns oat to fixed designs. The readiness of 
the German, and the relnctance of the British 
manufactorer to alter hi: patterns, &o, have 
already been commented apon in the pages of 
this Jourval, and we do not, therefore, propose 
Saying anything farther on the subject beyond 
just relating an examp'e which recently came 
onder our notice. 

In conversation with an English firm of 
commission ageots who represented a (ierman 
lace honse, we gathered that their manofic 
turer bad at ove time refused to supply black 
lace, but on it being pointed out to him that 
the market required the same, he promptly 
altered his processes to meot the damand. In 
order to avoid any inaccuracy in qooting the 
above in the pages of this Journal, we asked 
the agents to kindly confirm the conversation, 
and the following is an extract from their 
letter :— 

“ Finding that black laca was being sold in 
’ large qoantitier, we wrote our manufacturer 
“ asking him if he could possibly manafactare 
“black lace as well as white, to which he 
replied that he could not. Some time after, 
“one of onr castomers offered us a good busi- 
‘ness to be done in this line, and orging him 
‘to take it ap. In a very ehort time we had a 
‘ reply saying tha offer had been accepted, 
‘ard that be had decided to commence mano- 
‘* factaring black lace. | am quite sore that 
‘the goods are mannofactured by him, and are 
‘not bought from another house.” It is true 
that the German firm happened to have a 
traveller in Egypt at tha time, but we cannot 
help thinkiug that, ander similar circomstances, 
an English manufacturer would have had 
something furcher to say on the subject befure 
carrying Out the w'shes of his agent in such a 
case. 

A further point tending to assist the Cer- 
man in his efforts to secure trade here is the 
consistency with which he quotes c.i.f. prices. 
Tbe European, as well as the Arab customer, 
naturally prefers to know exactly buw mach 
hs goods are to cust bim alongside the nay, 
rather than to have sundry ancertain charges 


added to his invoice a‘ter the actual price of 
the article has been given to him. Another 
feeling is that these additional expenses would 
probably be on a lower scale if paid by the 
manofactorer. 
hava to pay 1s. 6d. for stamps on three bills 
of lading when it is on'y really necessary to 
have one of the docaments so stamped, and it 
is obvions that the British Government woald 


For example, customers often 


not receive the extra shilling if the money 


came out of the shippers’ pocket. ‘Tha old 
story that the expenses for cases and packing, 
etc., will be more or less nominal has not the 
same effect now upon the Arabs as in former 
years, as experience has taoght them that 
the Britieh idea of the word “nominal’’ is not 
always identical with their own. 


As an instance of a home invoice containing 
a nomber of detailed charger, wa give below 
an actual copy of one relating to a consignment 
of Nottingham lace.

The charge of a farthing for extra finisb, 


which was for folding the goods into pieces of 
11 yards each instead of the customary 12 
yards, was objected to by the Arab purchaser 
and, asa partner in the shipping house happen- 
ed to be here at the-time, it was deducted from 
the account. Neither the agent, nor the 
actual buyer, had the remotest idea what Bank 
commission meant, and why the purchaser 
should be expected to pay it. We understand 
that the agent has now protested against sach 
a charge appearing in future invoices, and 
that his views have been met in the matter. 

The German manotacturer who wished to 
charge for ext*a finish, packing, postage and 
bank commission would have incladed all 
these expevses in his criginal qaotation 
for the goods, and the invcice would simply 
have contained one item of £41.18.8. The 
two methods amount to precisely the same 
hing in the long ran, bat the latter has the 
great advantage of satisfying, instead of annoy- 
ing, the ccstomer. If owing to a lack cf know- 
ledge re freights—though we should imagine 
this deficiency could be remedied—a home 
manufacturer is onable to qaotecif, then 
wa would suggest that all charges, other than 
freight and insaorance, be merged into the 
price of the goods. 


The parsimoniousness of British manafacta- 
rerson the sabject«f commercial travellers is 
well known not only here but in most other 

arts of the world. ‘he German, while not 
spending money needlessly, appreciates that a 
mart, capable, travel er isa good investment, 
snd he acts according'y. Again, the German 
“on the road” in Egypt generally bas an advan- 
tage in the matter of langunges over the 
average English traveller, for be will almost 
invariably speak French, and often Italian. 

Passing over the question of the increase in 
Bgypt’s population, aud the consequent natoral 
zecwth in the demand for’ importa, the last 
eint to which we wieh to refer in our efforts 
o ascertain the reasons why Germany's trade 
hos developed during the past ten year’, is the 
ove tewing upon the rate of commission paid 

o the agent. With every manufactorer “a law 
into himself” it is obviously impossib'e to lay 
down any herd ard fast rule, bat we think we 
are not very wide of the mark in stating that 
the German figore is usually nearer 5 / than 
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the rate paid by the English house. In casee, 
too, where list prices are identical e.g. in irun- 
mongery goods, the discounts allowed by 
Germany to a merchant who boys for his own 
accoant are on a more liberal scale than those 
granted by Great Britain, and it is thus easy 
to see that even an English firm here will often 
endeavour to place the foreign artic'e on the 
market. 

Having treated the whole question of 
German trade in Egypt—so far as imports 
are concerned—in an impartial manner, we 
may now ask ourselves, withont fear of a 
charge of bias being levelled at as, whether the 
bogie of German competition, which is so often 
bronght oat by merchants and agents, bas at 
present any really strong ground for its exist- 
ence. Frankly speaking, our answer is in the 
negative, and we are inclined to the belief 
that the so-cailed “evil” is rather overrated. 

In 1904, for the first time in her history, 
Germany crossed the million line in het sales 
to Egypt, the exact figures being L.E. 1,020,269 
or nearly 5 / of the latter country’s total 
imports. Last year, however, the retorns 
dropped to LE.. 948,612 or 4.4 %. Do these 
facts tend to prove that oar rival's activity in 
this market acts as a very serious. drag upon 
the grewth of British trade? We think not. 

Again, as we showeiin our statistics last 
month, there is bat one category in which the 
supplies from Germany exceed L.B. 70,090 per 
annom—the exception being iron and iron 
goods-—and only four where the figures are 
higher than LB. 50,000. If we eliminate 
Germany's iron figares from the 1905 returns, 
and make the necessary redaction in the valoe 
of Egypt's gross imports, we find that the 
former country is only credited with L.E. 
745,901 or 3.6 / of the total turnover. 

While*we do not wish to belittle the im- 
portance of Germany's position here, nor to 
lose sight of the very probable contingency 
that the same will become stronger as time 
goes on---her clearances, by the way, for the 
first six months of the current year were over 
L E. 120,000 above those of the corresponding 
period in 1905—wa ventare to think that 
British manofactarers, outside perhaps those 
connected with the steel and iron trades, need 
not be too seriously alarmed when they hear 
of the competition. There is no denying the 
fact that in many branches of trade strenuoas 
efforts are made to obtain business, but, as it 
has taken Germany twelve years to work up a4 
tornover of L.B. 1,000,000 per annum— despite 
the growth of the coantry’s population and 
consuming power—-there is still hope that by 
care and vigilance the British manofactarer 
may be able to keap the expansion within 
reseonable bounds. ‘I'he general adoption of 
c.i.f. pricer, and conseqaent granting ot “clean” 
invoices, would in our opinion go a long way 
towards attaining this desirable en. 

Although as we have ceen an exaggerated 
view is taken of the strength of Germany's 
competition in the import trade, there are other 
fields of enterprise in which her efforts are 
making themselves felt. 

A return of all shipping entered at the Port 
of Alexandria daring 1901 ghowed that 
Germany was crelited with 76,046 tons, or 
3 * of the total, whilst in 1904 her figares had 
reached 119,736 tone, or 4 %. Last year the 
return was one of 260,671 tons, or 7 /, the 
large increase over 1904 being in part due to 
the new passenger service between Naples 
and Alexandria ran by the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company. 

Owing to the large nomber of Germans 
annually visiting Egypt doring the tourist 
season, it was not surprising to hear a 
couple of years ago that an effort was to be 
made by Germany to captore some of the 
Nile tratlic. In 190% the Hamburg-Amerioa 
Line annoanced its intention of patting a fleet 
on the river in opposition to Messrs, Thos. 
Cook and Son and the Anglo-American Nile 
Steamship Company. ‘The [atter, thinking 
discretion the better part of valour, came to 
an arrangement with its new rival, the resu!t 
being that the Hamburg people agreed to 
withdraw their scheme and to subscribe for 
5,000 shares of £4 each — issued at £5—in the 
Anglo-American Line. The name of the old 
company was altered to that of the Hambarg 
and Anglo-American Nile Steamship Company. 

Asa fartherexample of German enterprise 
in Egypt, we may cite the case of the Deutsches 
Kohlen Depot at Port Said. Prior tothe 
formation of this concern—which took place 
some few years ago—the agencies at Port 
Said of the various German lines passing 
throngh the canal were in the hands of Eng- 
lish firms, the same remarks applying to the 
coaling arrangements. With the advent of 
the new depot, the German owners transferred 
to it both their orders for coal and ‘the agencies 
for their lines. An attempt was then made to 
drive the Germans out of the market by catting 
pricas, and at one time coal was sold ata 
figare which must certainly have shown a 
considera le loss to the shippers. ‘The attempt 
however failed, in conseq 1ence of the strong 
finaucia! backing be hied the Deatsches Koblen 
De, 6‘, and eventually a compromise was 
arranged, with the rasalt that the Germans 
are still doing basiness in Port Said. 

Although other instances of German activity 
could be qaoted, the last one we propose 
mantioning is the recent opening of branches 
in Alexandria and Csiro by the Dentseche 
Orient Bank. It is, of course, too early to 
speak of the ex‘ent of this competition jn 
financial circles, bat the promulgation at the 
end of July of tha Khedivial Dacree autho- 
rising the formation of the Dentechs Baum. 
wollpresse, or Société Anonyme Egyptienne 
des Presses Allemandes, clearly shows that the 
Bank is by no means dormant.

In Disenchanted M. Loti gives a deeply 


interesting picture of the Turkish women of 


today. Thestory centres round André Lhéry, 
“a well-known romance writer,” who when in 
Constantinople in the days of his youth had 
loved and was Idved by a beantifal Moslem 
maiden. She died, and he left Turkey, not to 
retarn for twenty-five years. He then accepts 
ao appointment at the Embassy, and once 
more finds himself in the city that he had 
never been able to banish from his memory. 

One of his books had bean the story of his 
affection for the Moslem maidan. This had 
been read again and again by three well-torn 
Tarkish damsels, who, on hearing that the 
author sas at Constantinople, conceive the 
idea of begging for an interview. The meeting 
is followed by many others, notwithstanding 
the risk and danger that atte.d them, and 
throughout the story the intimacy of the 
Frenchman and the three young ladies is told 
with great charm and Bympathy. (ne of the 
three girls entertains a real passion for Lhéry, 
though he is ignorant of it till after her death. 
Anxious that their own unhappy fate and that 
of their fellow-sufferera should be known, they 
make Lhery promise to write a book on the 
subject ; and, to render the task easy, they 
supply the material by relating their own 
histories and-describing very folly the man- 
ner of their lives in accordance with Moslem 
roles and customs. ‘Those cf os who imagine 
that time stands still in the harem will be 
surprised to learn that the

“talk German with no more difficulty than 
Italian or Eoglish, for these young Tarkish 
dameels read Dante, Byron, and Shakéspeare 
in the original. Better cultivated than most 
girls of the same clase in the West, as a con- 
sequence, no doubt, of their strict seclusion 
and long qaiet evenings, they devour alike 
ancient classics and modern degenerates, 
and in music are equally enthasiastic for 
Glock, and for César ['ranck, or Wagner, 
or for reading the scores of Vincent 
d'Indy. Perhaps, too, they profit by 
the long repose and mental slothfoloess 
of their mothers and grandmothers ; in their 
brain matter, newly tilled, or at least long 
fallow, every seed sprouts and grows, as rank 
weeds and beaatifol poisonoos flowers ran wild 
in virgin soil. With two or three 
exceptions, perhaps, every harem in Conetar- 
tinople is of the.same type; the harem in 
these days is neither more nor less than the 
female part of a family constitated as our own 
families are, and elocated in the same way, 
with the exception of their seclosion, of the 
thick veils worn out-of-doors, and of the im- 
probability of ever exchanging ideas with a 
man, udless it be the father, or the husband, 
or a brother, or in some cases, by special grace, 
avery intimate cousin who was a playfellow 
in childhood.” 


Turkish Women Revoir. 


The inevitable revolt among highly edocated 
women against an ancient system which is in- 
compatible with intellectual progress is state i 
by M. Loti with great force. The writer's 
passion for Esstero life and scenery is apparent 
on every page, and the book contains beaati- 
tal descriptions of Constantinople and ite sar- 
roondings. ‘Take, for instance, the following

“Far below the waters of the Golden Horn 
were red and fiery as the sky iteelf.... On 
the opposite shore—the shore of Stamboul— 
all the houses down by the sea, a'l the lower 
strata of the enormous pile, were blarred and 
blotted out, asit were, by the eternal violet 
haze of the evening, a mist of vapoor and 
smoke. Stamboal changed like a mirage: no 
details were now visible- neither the decay 
nor the misery, nor the hideousness of some of 
the modern strectares: it was a mere mass in 
outline, dark purple with edges of gold, a 
colossal city in cut jasper, bristling with spires 
and domes, set up as a screen to shat out a 
conflagration in beaven.” 

The book, @xcellently translated, is one of 
great charm and fascination, aod should prove 
not only interesting as a story, bat fall of 
instraction to Western readers as to the 
present position of educated women in the 
harems of Turkey.
